HAS BACKING. 
OF PRESIDENT 


Hitler to See Bruening 
Party Leaders While 
Reichstag Speaker Tries 
for Audience With Von 
Hindenburg. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 31.—Chancellor 
‘ranz von Papen will refrain from 
dissolving the new Reichstag only 
if his Cabinet is emp wered by a 
special emergency law to govern 
for six months without parliamen- 
tary support. 

One of the Chancellor’s closest 
collaborators is authority, for the 
statement that Von Papen intends 
o proceed as though Adolf Hit- 
er, Nazi chief, no longer were a 
political factor. 

The Chancellor, it is explained, 
gave the Nazi chieftain two big 
chances—on Aug. 13 he offered to 
recommend to the President that 
Hitler be made Vice-Chancellor 
and Premier of Prussia, and at 
their luneheon Aug. 29 he pleaded 
with Hitler to bury the hatchet 
and help. reconstruct the Father- 
land. Hitler refused both times 
and now Von Papen intends to ig- 
nore him, this collaborator asserts. 

In this stand the head of the 
Cabinet as backed by the Presi- 
dent, who was outraged by Hit- 
ler’s strong remarks concerning 
the death sentences imposed on 
five of his followers who were 
convicted at Feuthen of murder- 
ing a Communist in a political 
brawl. It was said that so long 
as Von Hindenburg is President, 
Hitler will not be permitted to oc- 
upy any official position of pow- 
er. 

The President is represented as 
looking askance at all talk of a 
Nazi-Centrist coalition in the firm 
conviction that any such alliance 
must be calculated solely to upset 
the Von Papen Government with- 
out putting something better in 
iis place. 

Has Hindenburg’s Backing. 

The Chancellor, back in Berlin 
after having obtained the backing 
of the President in a conference 
yesterday at Neudeck, presided at 
a Cabinet session today and con- 
inued work on emergency degrees 
Which will legalize the Govern- 
ment’s economic program. This 
program is aimed at starting up 
the machinery of production and 
lessening the menace of unemploy- 
ment. 

Armed with a signed but un- 
dated deeree dissolving the Reich- 
‘tag, which he obtained from tife 
= ident, the Chancellor calmly

14 FARM PICKETS 
SHOT FROM AUTOS 
ON OWA HIGHWAY 


Tear Gas Also Hurled From 
Machines Near Cherokee 
—QOmaha Sheriff Moves 
to End Blockade.

‘CHEROKEE, la., Aug. 31.— 
Fourteen farmers on picket duty 
were wounded early today by shot- 
gun fire from two unidentified au- 
tomobiles passing through the 
picket lines. Tear-gas bombs had 
been tossed from the automobiles 
preceding the shooting. 

Sheriff Tilton and County Attor- 
ney Redman of Cherokee began an 
investigation of the latest violence 
in the drive of lowa farmers to 
withhold farm produce from mar- 
kets for higher prices. 

Pickets and spectators said that 
shortly after midnight two cars 
bearing nine men drove up to the 
picket group on highway No. 21, 


a mile south of Cherokee. 


Gas bombs were hurled from 
the cars, it was reported, and the 
pickets were told to “get in your 
cars and beat it.” 

The nine men then were said to 
have opened fire on the farmers, 
using shotguns loaded with bird- 
shot, and one or two rifles or re- 
volvers. Pickets climbed in trucks 
and left the scene. 

The attackers then drove to the 
picket outpost on No. 31, southeast 
of the city and 0 fire, spec- 
tators said. 

Mrs. Rosa Draper of Peterson 
was suffering from back injuries 
received yesterday when a log was 
reported thrown in front of a car 
in which she was riding at the 
picket camp on No, $1. 

She was. returning from a fu- 
neral when the car was stopped by 
pickets. 

The 14 men shot were treated by 
Dr. J. H. Wise of Cherokee at the 
farm home of Frank Phitts nearby 
and later were taken to their 
homes. One man suffered a bul- 
let wound in the chest but his con- 
dition was not serious. 

Sheriff Tilton said he was ask- 
ing Gov. Turner to send the mili- 
tia here, but the Governor de- 
clared he expected local officials 
to bandle the situation. 

Sheriff Tilton also called out 
county vigilantes and appealed to 
Sheriff Rippey of Plymouth Coun- 
ty for additional men to aid in 
handling the situation.

Miss Mary Larkin, 19-year-old 
former maid for Mrs. Grace Caro- 
lyn Thomasson, testified today that 
Mrs. Ihomasson's elderly husband, 
Hugh W. Thomasson, was kept vir- 
tually a prisoner for more than 
eight months last year, being de- 
prived of meals and threatened 
with death until he agreed to sign 
documents for his wife and go 
through a second marriage cere- 


mony with ner at Joliet, III. 

Miss Larkin was put on the stand 
by attorneys. for Thomasson’s sec- 
ond cousin, Miss Elmira Townsend. 
They are attempting to shog 
Thomasson is of unsound mind 
and is being held outside the city 
against his will, 

Acting on orders of Mrs. Thom- 
asson, the maid said she had 
threatened Thomasson with a 
butcher knife one time, had told 
him many times she would shoot 
him. and had more or less pinched 
bim” once to get him to sign notes. 
During the second marriage cere- 
mony, in February, 1931, she said 
she stood beside him with a purse 
in which she had told him she car- 
ried a revolver. 

Two Maids Guarded Him. 

She and a Negro maid known as 
Carrie were placed on guard over 
Thomasson soon after she went to 
work at the Thomasson home, 56 
Broadview drive, Clayton, in Jan- 
vary, 1931, Miss Larkin said. In 
addition to employment there, she 
said she was his guard for two 
months in Chicago, two months in 
Kansas City and three weeks in 
Peoria, III. 

When Thomasson was first asked 
to sign documents foi his wife, 
Miss Larkin said, he was told she 
was a member of the Shelton gang 
and would shoot him if he did not. 
“T stood with my hands behind my 
back as if I had a gun, and he 
signed,“ Miss Larkin said. The 
documents, according to questions 
of Taylor R. Young of Miss Town- 
send’s counsel, were understood to 
be deeds conveying Thomasson’s 
$750.000 worth of real estate to 
Mrs. Thomasson, 

“In the apartment in Chicago we 
were known as the Davis family 
and all of us called Thomasson 
“Grandpa” except Mrs. Thomasson. 
She called him ‘Hughie,’ ”’ the wit- 
ness said. “In Kansas City we 
went under the name of Ward. 
Mrs. Thomasson was Jean Ward. 
Later on we used the name of 
Jones. Once I had a choice of 
names and I choose Patsy O’Brien 
as mine.“ 

Letters Thomasson wrote to his 
former attorney, Stephen C. Rog- 
ers, were never mailed but were 
read and destroyed, according to 
the witness. When Thomasson 
asked that the letters be registered, 
others were sent by registered mail 
from the Negro maid to a sister 
and the registry receipts were 
changed to suit Thomasson’s let- 
ters, Miss Larkin said. 

Letter Advised Remarriage. 

Other letters were written to 
Rogers and Thomasson was re- 
quired to sign them, according to 
the witness. While the household 
was in Chicago a letter was re- 


-|ceived with Rogers’ purported sig- 


nature on it, Miss Larkin said. It 
was a letter referred to by previous 
witnesses which advised Thomasson 
to remarry his wife to settle the 
litigation that had arisen as a re- 
sult of his first marriage to her at 
Waterloo, III., in July. 1930. The 
maid ascribed its 
Mr: Thomasson.

2903 MILES AN HOUR, 
2 RECORD 


* Ted at Speed 
of 296. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 31.—Maj 
James H. Doolittle of St. Louis 
flew his racing low wing mono- 
plane at an average speed of 
293.193 miles an hour for @ new 
unofficial world’s land plane speed 
record at the National air races 
here today. 

The former  trans-continental 


speed king, deposed this week by 
Jim Haizlip, his assistant, made his 


}record-making speed in the second 


lap of the qualifying trials for the 
Thompson trophy race to be held 
Labor day. 

The world’s land plane record is 
278 miles an hour, set by Warrant 
Officer Bonnett in France, last 
year. 

The late Lowell Bayles flew 287 
miles an hour, but his mark was 
not official. 

On the second lap Doolittle 
ripped over the course at a speed 
of 296 miles an hour. His red and 
white ship was a blurr as it passed 
the course pylon in the gathering 
dusk of the sun’s eclipse, making 
a thrilling spectacle. His first lap 


‘was flown at 294.46 miles an hour. 


On the return lap, he flew at 296 
miles an hour, his greatest speed. 
Flying back again, he cut his aver- 
age by making only 291 miles an 
hour and on the fourth lap made 
290 miles, 


GERMAN NOTE TO FRANCE 
ON REORGANIZATION OF ARMY 


Reich Has Demanded Freedom 
From Treaty Restrictions 
on Defense Forces. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHERBOURG, France, Aug. 31. 


—A note from the German Govern- 


ment concerning reorganization of 
the Reichswehr (army) was hand- 
ed to Premier Edouard Herriot to- 
day by a secretary who boarded 
the steamer on which the Premier 
was returning to France from the 
Island ef Jersey. 

The Premier refused to discuas 
the situation. The German note 
will come up before the Cabinet at 
tomorrow's session. 


Germany frequently has protest- 
ed that the Powers have failed to 
disarm in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the treaty of Versailles, 
which also laid down strict limita- 
tions on Germany’s defense forces 
and eliminated her offense forces. 
Gen. Kurt von Schleicher, Defense 
Minister, has demanded freedom 
from the Versailles restrictions 
that the Reich might get the ut- 
most out of money spent for de- 
fense. 

This is the first official move by 
Germany to obtain enlargement of 
the power and scope of the Reichs- 
wehr, 


UNION STRIKE HALTS WORK 
ON AUDITORIUM EXCAVATION 


Men Called Out Because of Use of 
Non-Union Chauffeurs on 
Part of Job. 

Work on the excavation for the 
new Municipal Auditorium, on the 
south side of Market street, be- 
tween Fourteenth’ and Fifteenth, 
was halted today by a strike of 
union workmen. 

The strike was cal'ctd at the re- 
quest of the Teamsters & Chauf- 
feurs’ Union because non-union 
chauffeurs are employed by the 
Carlo Motor Service Co., which has 
the subcontract for the southern 
portion of the job. Maurice J. Cas- 
sidy, secretary of the St. Louis 
Building Trades Council, said that 
union committees had endeavored 
for 10 days to have the Carlo Co. 
unionize its drivers and, failing in 
the effort, decided to tie up the 
work pending a settlement. 

The men on strike are union 
chauffeurs and laborers employed 
by a union subcontractor, who has 
part of the work, and iron workers, 
carpenters and electricians em- 
ployed in preparation of the pier 
holes..

President, Denies, However, That

Charles G. Dawes, chairman of 
the Central Republic Bank which 
he founded 30 years ago, remained 
at his home today, slightly indis- 
posed, and Clarke quashed the ru- 
mor of immediate liquidation, in 
his absence. 

In the latter part of June,“ said 
Clarke, “the Central Republic 
Bank took certain steps to safe- 
guard definitely its depositors. This 
action precipitated some problems 
affecting the economic operation of 
the bank, and the officers, in con- 
sultation with the directors, have 
been. giving much thought to a so- 
lution which will most construc- 
tively serve the interests of ‘the 
stockholders as well as the em- 
ployes.“ 

The problem, he said, was not 
“Immediate” and only recently had 
been crystallizing in negotiations, 
so that any #tatement now would 
be premature. He indicated there 
was no question of liquidating. 

The Central Republic Bank was 
one of those borrowing money 
from thé Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation.

EXCELLENT VIEW 
OF ECLIPSE HERE 
DESPITE CLOUDS 


Overcast Sky Interferes 
With Observation Only 
Short Time—Thousands 
Watch Phenomenon. 


During cloudless intervals this 
afternoon, St. Louisans had an un- 
usually good view of the solar 


eclipse, which began on schedule 
at 1:10 o’clock as the moon started 
to cross in front of the sun, and 
reached its maximum, 71 per cent 
of totality, at 2:24. 

As astronomers had announced 
in advance the exact time for the 
start of the eclipse, thousands of 
observers, equipped with darkened 
glass or other protective devices, 
were gathered on streets, lawns 
and roofs as the moon began its 
overlapping movement. 

The first contact, with the sun 
in a clear area of the sky, was at 
the upper right edge of the sun’s 
disc. Soon after the first con- 
tact light clouds began to drift 
across the sun and after 1:25 a 
heavy thundercloud cut off the 
view of downtown spectators for 
nearly ‘5 minutes. During this 
time, however, the eclipse remained 
visible to observers in some outly- 
ing gections of the city. 

AS the moon advanced slowly 
downward and to the left, the sun, 
seen through dark glass, appeared 
as a fat golden crescent, which 
narrowed toward the shape of 4% 
quarter moon as the maximum ap- 
proached. With the sun clearly 
crescent-shaped, smal! crescent 
images appeared on the ground 
where the sunlight filtered through 
foliage. 

At the maximum, the sun was in 
a large cloudiess area of the sky. 
Even so, with almost three-quarters 
of the sun’s disc obscured, there 
was a noticeable diminution of day- 
light. 

The temperature dropped one 
degree between 2 and 2:25 p. m. 
This, however, may have been due 
to clouds, Weather Forecaster 
Nunn said. 

After 2:24 o’clock the eclipsed 
area of the sun decreased as the 
moon continued its advance toward 
the left edge of the sun's disc, 
where it made fts final contact at 
3:32, two hours and 22 minutes 
after the eclipse.

BIRDS SEEK co ER 
AS SKY DARKENS 


Boston Becomes Noticably 
Cooler as Semi- Darkness 
Descends on City 
Thousands Witness Spec- 
tacle From Roofs.

CONWAY, N. H., Aug. 31.—Thée 
eclipse of the sun was apparently 
a total failure from the standpoint 
of most scientists gathered at Con- 
way today. Heavy, dark clouds 
obscured the phenomenon at the 
moment of totality. Only a thin 
rim of light of the corona was vis- 
ible. 

From the field in which the ma- 
jor operations at Conway were 
made birds were seen going tq 
cover in large numbers as the skies 
darkened. The surrounding moun- 
tains threw heavy shadows across 
the landscape. 

Dr. James B. Stokley, director of 
the Franklin Institute of Philadei- 
phia expedition, said he doubted if 
his observers obtained a single pic- 
ture of the .corona, the principal 
object of the scientists’ studies, 

Other scientists in this area made 
attempts to take photographs, but 
few were optimistic of any impor- 
tant results. 

Motor highways in New England 
a few minutes before totality be- 
came more silent than even in 
ordinary night as traffic slowly 
came to a halt. 

Astronomers, working in their 
tents throughout the area of to- 
tality, preserved a silence, wierdly 
in keeping with the eery aspect of 
the skies. From their tents came 
the ticking sound of metronomes, 
punctuated by the rhythmic count,- 
“one, two, three,” as they went 
through their carefully rehearsed 
programs of observations and pho- 
tographs designed to utilize every 
second of the fleeting time at their 
disposal. 

Pictures From Planes. 

From the sky came now and 
then the hum of airplanes from 
which photographers sought to get 
shots from far above the hamper- 
ing clouds.

Samuel W. Greenland, vice-pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
Public Service Co., said that in 
view of the light traffic on the 
City Limits line he considered the 
modified cars recently installed 
there adequately safe. He said the 
average traffic was 2.5 passengers 
a car mile and the revenue only 
about half the operating cost. 

These conditions, he added, did 
not justify the company in ex- 
pending $1500 to $1800 a car to 
provide the reconstructed cars with 
all the desirable safety devices. 

Nine cars with center exit doors 
have been modified for operation 
by one man on the City Limits 
line. Greenland said such cars 
would be installed also on the 
Union line and possibly some othe 
light traffic lines. 

Safety Devices Omitted, 

Important safety devices missing 
from the modified City Limits cars 
are automatic treadle steps at exit 
doors, foot-operated: brake, rear- 
end back-up control, -automatic 
check against starting car when 
exit door is open, and electric heat- 
ers. 

These five features were listed 
with seven others by the St. Louis 
Safety Council a year ago as con- 
tributing to the comparative safe- 
ty of one-man cars as then operat- 
ed in St. Louis. 

The other seven features, all of 
which Greenland said were pro- 
vided on the City Limits cars, are 
emergency “dead man” pedal, am- 
ple braking ratio for heavy loads, 
pneumatic control of doors, wide 
soft rubber cushioning on exit 
doors, grab handles on both sides 
of exit doors, mirrors to give view 
of exit doors, and pressure feed of 
sand to both rails. 

The five features left off were 
the most expensive to install, 
Greenland said, because for some 
of them storage batteries are re- 
quired for power. Most of the oth- 
er features are already provided in 
the large center exit cars used for 
the City Limits line. 

On these cars the operator has 
to use his hands to control the 
power and brakes, open entrance 
and exit doors, collect fares, make 
change and issue transfers. Green- 
land said this was not an unduly 
heavy burden because of the coin- 
paratively light volume of travel on 
the line. He said, however, that it 
might cause a slight reduction in 
the average speed of cars. 

Order on Collecting Fares. 

Greenland said operators were 
instructed not to start cars until 
they had completed collecting fares 
from passengers boarding the cars. 
A reporter who rode on two cars 
observed that the operators in- 
variably started the cars as soon 

as the passengers were inside and 
collected the fares and issued trans- 
fers while the car was running. 

A chain of three mirrors ‘is re. 
quired to give the operator a view 
of the steps of the center exit. The 
emergency dead man” pedal 
causes the car to stop quickly if 
the operator's foot is removed from 
it. a 

The treadle step, not provided on 
the City Limits car, causes the exit 
door to open automatically if a 
passenger is standing on the treadle 
when the car stops. The door closes 
automatically after the passenger 
has stepped off. On the City Lim- 
its cars the doors are opeged and 
closed by compressed air the 
operator pushes a lever. On the 
cars fully equipped with safety de- 


r 


him in self-defense, 


overrunning a switch, however, the 
operator would have to back the 
car from the front end without a 
clear view of what was behind. 

The value of electric heat as a 
safety feature is in relieving the 
operator of the care of the heating 
equipment. Greenland said that on 
the City Limits line arrangements 
will be made for special men to 
fire the stoves at certain points so 
the operators will not be bothered 
with them. 

The State Public Service Com- 
mission hag jurisdiction over safety 
equipment of street cars in St. 
Louis, but so far has not prescribed 
any standards for one-man cars. 
Chairman Milton Stahl said that if 
any complaints were filed the com- 
mission would hold hearings and 
issue orders. 


The city law department, which 
is the agency for presenting official 
complaints to the Public Service 
Commission, has not taken any ac- 
tion concerning one-man cars, but 
has not fully approved of the gen- 
eral introduction of one-man op- 
eration here 

What the Company Announced. 

In connection with an earlier an- 
nouncement of one-man cars, the 
company stated, in its publication 
called Transit News: 


“Exit doors on the older type 
cars always have been manually 
operated. On the new type cars, 
mechanical operation has been sub- 
stituted by means of treadles. 
These treadles have, in other cities, 
shown that they are a great factor 
in reducing accidents. 

“By means of this treadle the 
passenger opens the door after the 
car has stopped. The door then 
remains open until the passenger 
has left the car, when it auto- 
matically closes, 

“These exit doors are interlocked 
with the controller, and the car 
cannot be started when either exit 
door is open. Neither can the 
doors be opened while the car is 
in motion. ; ‘ 

“The brake is operated as the 
brake on an automobile—by the 
foot. The brakes have also been 
improved and shorter, smoother 
stop is possible on the new-type 
cars. 

In another announcement the 
company said: As with other cars 
of this type recently placed in op- 
eration, these cars have been 
equipped with the latest safety de- 
vices, including treadle-operated | 
exit. doors, better braking, emerg- 
ency control and auxiliary back-up 
control.”

Detective Testifies He Couldn’t 
Find Knife Mrs. Pollak Says

CHIGAGO, Aug. 31.—The little 
brown handled knife with which 
Mrs. Dorothy Pollak says her hus- 
band Joe, reputed alcohol runner.

The detective, Patrick J. Con- 
don, who went to the Pollak home 
July 27 in answer to the wife’s 
statement by telephone: “I’ve just 
shot my husband,” testified he 
could find no such knife in the 
house,

had been, was told it was “none 
of your business,” then: “He went 
into the kitchen and when he came 
back he had a little brown-handled 
kitchen knife in his hand. He 
started toward me with the knife 
in his hand, and I was sitting by 
the couch and I got up. reached 
over to the commode and took a 
gun that was lying there and fired 
one shot. He fell and I ran down- 
stairs to my neighbor and asked 
them to call an ambulance, that I 
had shot my husband.”

De- 
fense Attorney W. W. O’Brien said 
she would be the final defense wit- 
ness.

At 56 Broadview drive the next 
day, Miss Larkin said, she held an 
18-inch butcher knife near the real 
estate owner while he signed 
“notes.”

“but I told him it was none of his 
business.

The feather and furred residents 
of the Benson animal farm at 
Nashua, N. H., reacted to the 
eclipse in various manners. For 
the most part, the larger animals 
including elephants and lions, paid 
it no attention whatsvever. The 
monkeys curled up as though for 
night. Peacocks went to roost. 
Geese behaved as geese are sup- 
posed to do and scurried ashore 
from the farm pond to tuck heads 
under wings for slumber. 

The stately swans, however, con- 
tinued to glide gracefully over the 
water. 

When the skies again lightened 
the cap-nap was at an end and the 
farm sounded as if dawn had just 
broken. Parrots screamed, the 
geese returned to the pond and 
the peacocks preened their bright 
hued feathers. 

Montpelier, Vt., reported good 
visibility as cloud banks cleared 
from time to time. 

At Lowell, Mass., mill roofs and 
streets were crowded with thou- 
sands who witnessed the progress 
of the eclipse.

The largest expedition here is 
hat of the Franklin Institute for 
the investigation of six important 
manifestations of solar activity. 
Fifteen cameras ranging from a 
giant 85-foot photographic instru- 
ment, equipped with the latest word 
in coelostat control, down to small 
moving picture apparatus are on 
location. 

Among the more important 
things which Dr. James Stokley, 
astronomical director of the insti- 
tute, hoped to test was the amount 
of solar and coronal radiation of 
light and energy. 

The 85-foot caméra and a 40- 
footer were erected on the field un- 
der the personal supervision of 
Charles E. Bonine of Philadelphia, 
chief of the institute’s engineering 
department. 

The larger camera, thought to be 
the biggest instrument in use in 
any of the 50 expeditions assem- 
bled hereabouts, has a specially 
constructed coelostat which will 
literally “make the sun stand still” 
during the eclipse so that its eight 
and a half inch image will be al- 
ways centered on the photographic 
plates. 

Another important project is the 
photography of the corona in nat- 
ural colors by several processes, 
one of them described as a new 
and at present secret method. Al- 
lied with this endeavor was the 
project of Charles Bittinger, Wash- 
ington. D. C., and Duxbury, Mass., 
painter, to paint the eclipse during 
the ¥6 seconds of totality. 

This eclipse began north of 
Siberia. Actually it started on the 
other side of the line where inter- 
national time changes, so that the 
eclipse begins on Thursday and 


ends on Wednesday, starts in Sep- 
tember and ends in August. It trav- 
els 2000 miles an hour and ends 
out in mid-Atlantic, where it meets 
the sunset. :

He entered Washington Uni- 
versity medical school as an in- 
structor in 1904, and served as co- 
editor of the American Journal of 
Orthopedic Surgery. 

In 1917 Dr. Allison went to 
France, as an officer of Base Hos- 
pital Unit 21, which he aided in 
organizing here.

He remained at the 
hea! of the school three years, and 
in 1923 res:gned to become head 
of the department of orthopedic 
surgery in

Two years ago he resigned his 
post at.Harvard to become head of 
the corresponding department of 
the University of Chicago Medical 
School. Dr. and Mrs. Allison lived 
at 181 Lake Shore drive, Chicago. 
Dr. Allison was credited with 
causing the Shriners’ Hospital for 
Crippled Children to be located in 
St. Louis. He was president of the 
American Orthopedic Society in 
1922, at the time when the order 
was seeking a location for the hos- 
pital, and the fact of his residence 
here influenced the choice, as it 
was desired to make Dr. Allison 
chief of staff.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.— The

“constitutes a surrender to 
lower powers.” 

Saying the statement was made 
“in opposition to the repeal; not in 
favor of any party or candidaté,” 
the W. C. T. U. outlined views it 
holds ag follows: 

“Once upon a time there was a 
man named Roosevelt in the White 


House who, as the result of experi- 
ences with the liquor traffic, said 
that the American people must de- 
feat the liquor traffic or the liquor 
traffic would defeat the American 
people. Later, during the World 
War, the liquor traffic attempted 
such defeat by threatening Presi- 
dent Wilson with a blockade of his 
war plans if in any way the liquor 
traffic was curtailed. That final 
treacherous impudence caused the 
American people to outlaw the 
liquor traffic by the eighteénth 
amendment. 

“For a dozen years liquor has 
acted the part of an outlaw, run- 
ning its business illicitly, refusing 
to obey, making threats . and 
spreading lies. All this has scared 
people of weaker moral constitu- 
tions: and a smaller Roosevelt has 
arisen who offers to restore the 
liquor traffic to a respectable place 
in business, with its old opportuni- 
ties to debauch in return for a 
license, if only the liquor traffic. 


and its friends will quit kicking | 


and place this second Roosevelt in 
the White House. 
“Spectacle of Inferiority.” 

“This spectacle of inferiority 
makes America long for the big 
stick. Can anyone imagine tne 
greater Roosevelt surrendering to 
the importunities of political or- 
ganizations fostered and supported 
by the liquor traffic? The liquor 
traffic has always supported the 
politics of bad government; it Was 
the corner stone of much of the 
evil President Roosevelt exposed, 
opposed and dethroned. 

“Corrupt government, corrupt in- 
terests, selfish politics not only 
want state control of liquor but 
state control of everything. It 
makes no difference to the corrupt 
city political organizations which 
party wins this election, as long as 
state control comes along with it. 
The racketeer, the liquor dealer, 
the underworld are in control of 
city politics largely; city politics 
in many localities control the state; 
hence the loud cry for ‘state rights’ 
from certain quarters.

$1,000,000 IN COUNTY ROAD 
BONDS SOLD AT PREMIUM 


$6390 Profit on Issus — Last That 
Were Sold Discounted 
$27,525. 

A million dollars worth of road 
bonds, part of the $10,000,000 issue 
voted in 1927, was sold by the St. 
Louis County Court yesterday at a 
premium of $6390. The sale brought 
the total of bonds marketed under 
the issue to $9,100,000. The re- 
maining $900,000 worth will be 
eold next spring to permit comple- 
tion of the county road construc- 
tion program by the end of 1933. 

County officials expressed sur- 
prise at the premium brought by 
the bonds, as the last lot—$1,500,- 
000 worth—sold last March at a 
discount of $27,525. The success- 
ful bidder yesterday of four who 
made proposals was a syndicate 
composed of the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Co. of St. Louis, the Guar- 
anty Co. of New York, Stern Bros. 
& Co. of Kansas City and the First 
Wisconsin Co. of Milwaukee. 

The bonds will bear 4% per cent 
interest and will mature serially 
from 1938 to 1952. Those sold last 
March bear 6 per cent interest. 
The $9,100,000 in bonds sold to 
date have netted the county pre- 
miums totaling $24,794. The first 
lot was marketed in 1928.

The northern end of No. 99 is 
at Clark Bridge, which crosses the 
Mississippi River at Alton. The 
new road being open extends for 
six miles, from the city limits to 
an existing paved road. 

There is a 40-foot concrete pave- 
ment on No. 99 from the city lim- 
lits to State Highway No. 77 
(which is the belt route from 
Chain of Rocks to Mehlville yia 
Kirkwood). Grade separations, 
carrying No. 99 over No. 77 and 
over Airport road (the old Bissell 
and Walker road) have been pro- 
vided. They are of the “clover 
leaf” design, similar to the viaduct 
at the intersection of Watson road 
and Lindbergh boulevard. Left 
turns will be prohibited at the new 
bridges, but the same result can 
be accomplished sy making two 
right turns, 

From No. 77 northward, No. 99 
is of 20-foot concrete. The 40-foot 
section is 3.4 miles long and the 
new 20-foot section about 2.6 miles. 
The route is a new location, where 
there was no road before, and 
nearly all of it runs in a straight 
lings almost due north. About two 
years ago the State built .8 of a 
mile of 20-foot paving, just beyond 
this new stretch, including a bridge 
over the Burlington Railroad. 

The last six miles of No. 99 are 
routed over a privately constructed 
pavement provided by the Alton- 
St. Louis Bridge Co. The route 
crosses the Missouri River on Lew- 
is Bridge at Fort Bellefontaine.

FILLING OF PLAZA SITE 
BEGUN WITHOUT CUS! 


Earth ee for Auditorium 
and Federal Building 
Used. 


Earth from the excavations for 
the municipal auditorium and the 
new Federal building is being used 
to fill cellars and raise the grade of 
Memorial Plaza. By an arrange- 
ment with the contractors the city 
gets the earth needed, for nothing. 
It had not been anticipated that 
there would be any opportunity for 
some time to grade the plaza site, 
but President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service disclosed today 
that it had become possible to car- 
ry out a considerable part of the 
filling and grading. It may prove 
feasible to complete all of it by 
next winter or spring, except for 
altering the level of sections of 
three streets. 

Memorial Plaza, which is to be 
an ornamental open space and civic 
center, comprises séven city blocks 
—the six bounded by Market street, 
Twelfth boulevard, Pine street and 
Fifteenth street, and the adjacent 
block bounded by Pine, Olive, Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets. 
These are the blocks to be devel- 
oped. The plaza will be augment- 
ed by the existing park surround- 
ing City Hall and Municipal Courts 
Building, the Civil Courts Building 
grounds and Central Library and 
Lucas Gardens. 

If all the old buildings could be 
removed soon from the plaza 
proper, the grading, except for the 
streets, could be completed. The 
largest structure there, a trunk fac- 
tory at the southeast corner of 
Thirteenth and. Chestnut streets, is 
under lease until Dec. 31, 1933. 
Another large one remaining is the 
municipal lodging house, northeast 
corner of Fourteenth and Pine 
streets. The city has made no 
plans for establishing this house 
elsewhere. 

About six other buildings are left, 
but the city expects to complete 
razing these by late autumn. 

The plaza site offers a convenient 
place for the excavating contractors

Abraham Lincoln’s Father. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is my desire in writing this letter 

to correct in the public mind a wrong 
impression as to the character of Abra- 
ham Lincoln's ancestors. 

Probably no man in history has been 
more abused than Lincoln's father, 
Thomas Lincoln. He has been labeled as 
“ghiftless and improvident,” “a migra- 
tory squatter without strength of char- 
acter,” “a man who could neither read 
nor write,” “an idler, without ambition 
for himself or his children.” 

Contrary to textbooks and popular 
biographies, evidence has been found 
revealing Thomas Lincoln as descended 
from an old and distinguished family— 
a family of at least moderate wealth, 
certain social distinction and very defi- 
nite political prestige. Instead of being 
a squatter, Thomas owned all his homes 
and other real estate and was in good 
standing with the local merchants, Thom- 
as went to work as a day laborer, then 
a carpenter, He apparently was a hard 
worker and thrifty, for he bought four 
different farms and until he became an 


old man prospered as much as the av- 


erage pioneer. 

These records show that he was di- 
rectly related to the famous Lincoln 
family of New England, one of his kins- 
men being a Governor of Massachusetts, 
another a Governor of Maine and a 
third Thomas Jefferson’s Attorney-Gen- 
eral. His own grandfather, Abraham 
Lincoln Sr., was a prominent citizen and 
owner of 5544 acres of Kentucky land 
when massacred by Indians in 1786, His 
widow lost most of the land through 
faulty land titles. : 

In denial of the charge that Thomas 
Lincoln was illiterate, a court document 
signed by him in 1803, six years before 
the President's birth, has been found. 

Although I have been engaged in Lin- 
coln research for more than 10 years, the 
last four have been devoted almòôst ex- 
clusively to examination of Lincoln's an- 
cestry. This has come about as a re- 
sult of a commission given to Paul Man- 
ship, noted sculptor, to execute a statue 
of Lincoln for the plaza of the Lincoln 
National Life Insurance Co. building in 


Fort Wayne, Ind. He was asked to de- 


pict Lincoln as a Hoosier youth of 21, 
an age at which no photograph of Lin- 
coln exists. To get the data that would 
enable him to portray Lincoln as a youth, 
I collaborated with Mr. Manship in a 
search of all available records, and it 
was in this search that we found the 
evidence of the real Thomas Lincoln. So 
the Manship statue, which is to be dedi- 
cated Sept. 16 with Secretary of Agri- 
culture Arthur M. Hyde as principal 
speaker, portrays young Lincoln as a 
clean-cut, lithe-limbed frontiersman such 
as might be the son of a sturdy pioneer 
rather than a shiftless, indolent rover. 

I am now- convinced, however, that 
much additional data never before pub- 
lishéd can yet be found and I would ap- 
preciate receiving from any of your 
readers familiar with Lincoln’s life any 
information that would throw. further 
light on Lincoln's parentage. *

cent and common stock 16 per cent. The commission 
added: 

We do not believe that this carrier can op- 
erate successfully in the future without a reduc- 
tion of its fixed charges. 

Following the commission’s suggestion, a ‘plan of 
financial readjustment was drawn up and submitted 
to the security holders. It is this plan to which the 
receivership petitioners object. Whether sufficient 
signatures can be obtained to put it into effect is not 
yet known. The Frisco has announced that “the 
plan cannot, and will not, be consummated without 
the substantially unanimous consent of bondholders.” 

Some of the water might have been wrung out of 
the Frisco capital structure in the halcyon days of 
1925-30, when: earnings leaped to high levels. But 
the Frisco found other uses for its surplus. Part of 
it was distributed in dividends to common stockhold- 
ers, for which a case might be made. It would not 
be so easy, however, to justify the flyers the Frisco 
took in the stocks of other railroads. As a matter 
o fact, this action was severely criticised by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

In 1926, the Frisco purchased $18,333,300 par value 
of Rock Island common stock, paying $10,506,190,’ or 
$57.30 a share. Although this represented but 14 
per cent of the outstanding voting stock, by reason 
of diffusion of the remainder, it supposedly represent- 
ed a working control. The stock paid dividends to 
the Frisco totaling $3,995,835. During the bull mar- 
ket, the stock rose.to $143 a share, but it is now sell- 
ing for $11 and dividends have ceased. The Frisco 
has suffered a tremendous loss in this investment. 

Between Nov. 21, 1929, and April 22, 1930, the 
Frisco purchased 25,000 shares of the Gulf, Mobile 
& Northern at a total cost of $951,021.50, an aver- 
age cost of about $38.04 a share. The deal was made 
on the verbal order of Edward N. Brown, chairman 
of the executive committees of both the Rock Island 
and the Frisco. As to Mr. Brown’s conduct of this 
operation, the commission said: 


This proceeding shows the easy manner in 
which the boards of directors of these railroads 
bore their responsibilities as stich. It is note- 
worthy that the chairman of the executive com- 
mittee failed to consult at least one member, 
who was particularly qualified by experience as 
well as by mature study of transportation ques- 
tions to pass upon the wisdom of the proposed 
purchase. 


In 1931 the Frisco suffered a deficit of $3,255,762, 
and since early this year it has been making regular 
trips to the money lenders. With property taxes in 
several states already defaulted, and various other 
obligations to be met, the Frisco applied for a loan 
of $12,717,814 from the R. F. C. In February, it re 
ceived $2,805,175 and, subsequently, $1,800,000. The 
other day it borrowed $1,000,000 from the Railroad 
Credit Corporation. 

Whether the road can weather the storms that be- 
siege it remains to“ be seen. Regardless of the out- 
come of the crisis, however, the Frisco is a typical 
example of the evils of banker control of railroads.

We said when the Farm Board was proposed that 
we disbelieved in what it planned doing because its 
proposal was to set aside the law of supply and de- 
mand. We pointed out that farming had been a 
problem since the time of the Gracchi; that no civili- 
zation had solved it; that nothing proposed in our own 
time promised any better success than the proposals 
made in times past. The best we could do was to 
give the Farm Board our blessing, which we are 
afraid was in excess of its deserts. 

The Socialists enter a very dangerous field when 
they get to farming. They propose chiefly to reor- 
ganize society by eliminating the capitalist, yet every 
farmer is a capitalist. It is the only enviable thing 
about his fortunes now. He can feed himself by his 
own efforts. He is the most independent man 
among us. We agree with Mr. Thomas that tariffs 
should be lowered upon things the farmer buys. We 
also agree that the farmer ought not to encounter so 
many tariffs when he attempts to sell his crops 
abroad. We agree that there is a great deal of land 
farmed that is unfit for farming; that forests should 
occupy a considerable area which we are now trying 
to farm. ä 

But we de not believe the Socialists can make a 
law which will take the place of the law of supply 
and demand, any more than the Republicans have 
been able to do so, or the Democrats can do so. The 
mechanics of production have immensely facilitated 
farming. For instance, the combine cuts, threshes 
and sacks the grain. The tractor runs all night and 
all day. Whether the farmer buys that machinery 
at a profit to private industry or the Government 
gives it to him for cost makes no difference. The 
supply will still exceed the demand under certain 
conditiens of nature. If every wheat region in the 
world produces a bumper crop, there will be too much 
wheat. .It is beyond human ingenuity to devise a use 
for it. If it is handed over to the hungry, down goes 
the market. If it is held in warehouses, it becomes a 
depressing threat to the market. 

Socialism is entitled to fair doubt in some things. 
That it can take the fortuitous factor out of farming 
is highly improbable.

Having acquired former Senator Ransdell’s scalp 
in 1930, Senator Huey P. Long of Louisiana is out to 
tuck his State's other senatorship under his wing this 
year.

It 
makes possible shortening the pe- 
riod of growth, transforming win- 
ter varieties of plants into spring 
ones and late varieties into early 
the fermentation is produced by

ness, temperature and humidity,”

“This discovery,” he continued,

Mrs. Green, 99, Oldest Native 
of Remote Island, Lives 
Near Cape Town.

CAPE TOWN, Aug. 31.—Dream- 
ing of the active life of Tristan da 
Cunha of 70 or 80 years ago, Mrs. 
Mary Green, 99 years old, the old- 
est living native of that remote 
South Atlantic island, is fit and 
cheerful. 

Wearing a black silk handker- 
chief folded on her head after the 
style of Tristan women, her white 


stockings knitted from Tristan 
wool, she tends her hillside cottage 
and garden overlooking Simon's 
Town, near here, but she is not 
quite certain that she would not 
be happier at home. For an 
islander, born and bred on Tris- 
tan, there’s something enervating 
about the mainland. Mrs. Green 
has been here only 40 years. 
One in a while she thinks abou 
going back. - 

Mrs. Green’s father, Alexander 
Cotton, was one of the British gar- 
rison which guarded Napoleon on 
St. Helena during his long exile. 
That is really responsible for the 
fact that Mrs. Green was born 
where she was.

“When I was & 
girl I've counted as many 4s 20 
and more ships a day passing the 
island, and in the whaling season 
there were often as many as four 
captains and their crews ashore at 
one time. 

“Most of the whalers and the 
packers that rounded Cape Horn 
came our way. They called to buy 
our meat and vegetables, and ex- 
changed sugar, fishing tackle and 
wood for boat-building fer them.”

Coolers, fans, humidifiers and 
ice boxes have been set up in the 
Columbia mosquito laboratory and 
the mortality among the young is 
so small that the majority of the 
insects used in experiments there 
are hand-reared. 

Used at Insane Hospitals. 

Health Service officers regard 
the “farm” as a stride forward in 
the treatment of paresis, otherwise 
known as softening of the brain. 
Malaria is the most widely used 
method of treating the disease, al- 
though service officers, in fight- 
ing disease with disease, have had 
success through the transmission 
of rat bite fever. There are too 
many malarial mosquitoes and 
much effort is spent in eradicating 
them, but in many instances one 
isn’t buzzing around when needed 
to bite a paresig patient. 

The growing swarm at Colum- 


bia is depended upon to overcome 


that difficulty by having one of 
the pests ready when the call 
comes, usually from an insane hos- 
pital, for a well known symptom 
of paresis is the destruction of its 
vietim's-mind. 

Despite the presence of mosqui- 
toes well filled with malaria germs, 
there has been trouble in infect- 
ing paresis patients. Reports from 
Columbia Laboratory on recent 
tests show 36 cases with only 
eight infections. 

The workers have now devel- 
oped a strain of quartan malaria 
since the negative results are 
thought possibly to be due to the 
fact that many persons are ap- 
parently immune from the more 
ordinary type of tertian malaria. 

The quartan strain, a virulent 
type which produces the teeth 
chattering third-day chills, is now 
ready for use and physicians feel 
that if the tertian doesn’t get them 
the quartan will.

REPORTS FINDING SITE. 


OF MRALE OF LOAVES 


Archeologist Uncovers Ruins of 
Traditional Church in Spot 
Where Christ Fed Multitudes. 


By the Associated Press. 
VATICAN CITY, Aug. 31-— 
Church archeologists believe they 
have found at Tiberias on the Sea 
of Galilee the spot where Jesus 
multiplied five loaves and two 
fishes to feed a multitude. 
According to tradition a church 


| was built at the scene ot the mira- 


cle, and church ruins have been 
uncovered by a German priest, 
Father Evarist Andrea Mader, 
director of the German Oriental 
Institute at Jerusalem. 

In an article to be published in 
the Illustrazione Vaticana a Jesuit, 
Father Chrysologus Speliucci, an- 
nounces that the discovery corre- 
sponds to all known religious his- 
tory. The scene, which is de- 
scribed in John in the Bible, is the 
edge of a mountain close to the 
sea. 

Ruins of a basilica were found 
by Father, Mader under seven feet 
of clay. A large area of fine, 
vividly colored Mosaics was well 
preserved. Six illustrations will 
be published. 

The ruins show the basilica, 
which has three names, was 170 
feet long, with a 66-foot transet. 
Under the altar is a stone suUp- 
posed to mark the spot of the 
miracle. 

Mosaics in front of this stone 
depict serpents, sea birds, plants 
and lotus flowers, while behind 
the altar are shown loaves of bread 
and two fishes beside a sort of 
basket, presumably referring to 
the baskets in which Christ told 
His disciples to gather the remains 
of the fool after the multitude had 
been fed.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The 
stock market had to contend with 
fresh selling from traders desiring 
to cash in their paper profits to- 
day, but successive bullish efforts 
in the rails met with partial suc- 
cess, Extreme losses were partial- 
ly recovered, and a number of 
shares closed moderately higher. 
The final tone was steady. The 
turnover approximated 3,000,000 
shares. 

The action of the rail shares was 
in contrast to heaviness of rail 
ponds. Shares were led upward by 
a sharp lift of more than 7 points 
in Lackawanna, giving rise to ru- 
mors that shorts were trapped in 
that thinly traded issue. Some of 
the other thinly traded rails shot 
up sharply, notably Louisville & 
Nashville, Atlantic Coast Line and 
Lehigh, up 4 to 5 points. Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, and a 
few others rose a point or so. 

The response of the rest of the 
list was rather sluggish, however. 
The list sold off sharply for atime 
in the middle of the day. U. 8. 
Steel common and preferred re- 
gained only about half of extreme 
losses Of 2 and 4 points. Allied 
Chemical and Coca-Cola regained 
only part of losses of 3 ahd 4. 
American Smelting, Union Carbide, 
Fastman, North American Co. and 
others closed somewhat above the 
best, but with losses of around a 
point. 

Cotton, after a temporary re- 
covery, reacted to close around, the 
lows of the day, with net losses of 
about $1.50 a bale. Wheat finished 
1% 1 ½% cents a bushel lower! or 
somewhat above the day’s bottom 
prices. Corn lost % @1% cents. 

In foreign exchanges, sterling 
reacted moderately, ruling % cent 
lower at $3.47% for cables. Euro- 
pean gold currencies were mostly a 
shade higher. 

Trend of Day’s News. 

Brighter aspects of the day's 
news included the weekly report of 
electric power production, showing 
the first gain for the fourth week 
of August since 1929. Compared 
to last year, the recession was 12.3 
per cent, against 12.9 in the pre- 
vious week. Business was on the 
decline at this time in 1929, how- 
ever, and the gain reported today 
Was so small that there was a ten- 
dency to withhold judgment. Cop- 
per continued its gradual climb, 
quoted at.5% cents, up % of a 
cent. 

There was an obvious feeling in 
speculative quarters that it might 
be well to let the market drift mo- 
nentarily, Standard Statistics in its 
monthly survey said, “Only in the

basic departure from the extreme 
bottom level.

Disease and Intelligence 
, RECENT interesting study by 
A the British Medical Research 
Council revealed that the only 
diseases which affect intelligence 
are diseases of the brain. 
In other words, illnesses, both 
acute and chronic, which do not 
involve the brain. do not affect the 
normal development of the intelli- 
gence of the child. 
Furthemnore, not in every case 
of brain disease is intelligence im- 
paired. To affect intelligence ap- 
preciably, the brain must be exten- 
sively involved. 
Thus, a cerebral tumor, for ex- 
ample, or a cerebral abscess, does 
not always impair intelligence. On 
the other hand, inflammations of 
the brain, the so-called encephal- 
itis, almost invariably are followed 
by mental deterioration. 
A reassuring feature, the report 
states, is the demonstration given 
\that acute or chronic disease, other 
than cerebral, even when it in- 
volves long periods of invalidism 
and absence from school, has little 
if any harmful effect on intelli- 
gence. 
Acute disease, indeed, may have 
a stimulating effect, as measured 
by the speed of reactions to intel- 
ligence tests. 
Children usually reacted better 
when feverish, as during the acute 
stages of pneumonia, and better 
during active chorea (St. Vitus 
dance) than after all evidence of 
the disease had disappeared. 
These studies, made on 1000 
young patients. consisted in the 
administration of standard intelili- 
gence tests. The showing of the 
thildren was compared to that 
made ty a comparable group of 
normal, well youngsters. 
The distribution of intelligence 
in the 1000 sick children closely 
paralleled that of the well children,
